SiR: In obedience to a resolution of the House of Representatives, of 
the lith instant, I enclose, herewith, a statement showing the number of 
applicants for pensions, under the act of the last session of Congress, (June 
7, 1832.) allowing pensions to the officers and soldiers of the revolution, 
and showing, also, the number from each State. From this statement it 
will be seen that 24,260 persons have applied. Perhaps one thousand of 
that number may be rejected, which wid leave 23, .60 to provide forrf 
These, at an average of $75 97 per annum, for each pensioner, will 
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require to pay them for one year, one million seven hundred and sixty- 
seven thousand and sixty two dollars and twenty cents To pay them 
f»’om the 4th of March, 1831, to the 4th of September next, ^ ill re¬ 
quire four millions four hundred and seventeen thousand six hundred 
and fifty-five dollars and fifty cents.
